Fort Wayne was visited by another 
disastrous fire, last night, possibly one 
of the severest in its history. 


Shortly after midnight Officer Gusch- 
ing detected a blaze in the great manu- 
factory of Louis Fox & Bros, at the 
comer of Calhoun and Jefferson streets. 
He sent in an alarm and turned again 
to the scene of the fire. 


Like pent-up lightning, the flames 
shot through the building and lit it as if 
by magic. They were fed from a point 
over the boiler, near the wall of SkeltoB, 
Watt & Wilt's grocery, and this possibly 
locates the origin at the fire box. 


When the department arrived, and 
they came flying, the block was doomed. 
The fire was on every floor and found 
easy food, as the nature of the firm's 
business would indicate. 


They manufacture candies and sweet 
meats, and make all the varieties of 
crackers, deal in tropical fruits, and 
handle ^ everything in that line, for 
they had one of the finest establishments 
of the sort in the country. 


The flames raged, rolled and whirled 
about the building, windows burst out 
into fragments and the roof went up 
like shot, driven high into the air by the 
force of the fire below it. 


It was a veritable fire pot for a mo- 
ment or two. 
Then the front wall 
crumbled in, the south side followed and 
the fire fiend had full sway. 
It sent its 
fangs out in every conceivable form. 
They would almost reach the St. Augus- 
tine academy on the south side and then 
sweep towards ihe store rooms on Cal- 
houn street. 


The water thrown into the fire and its 
immediate vicinity turned into steam as 
it encountered the flames. -'I stood 
some distance away," said Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Dwenger, "and could see the 
water converted into steam as its sprays 
touched even the walls of the Sister's 
school." 


It was the hottest fire on record. Tlie 
window glass at the Sisters' school crum- 
bled into atoms, the plate glass front of 
Fred Holleiibeck's saloon, across the 
street, fell into a thousand bits and 
smaller lights went its way. 
One could 
not pass the ftre on Calhoun or Jeffer- 
son streets, without being scorched. 


The firemen played at long range and 
watched the surroundings. 
They con- 
sidered the Fox block doomed from the 
first and aimed to save adjacent property. 


The wholesale grocery of Skelton, 
Watt & Wilt was sorely menaced and 
the firemen were handicapped in reach- 
ing 
it. 
They 
had 
but 
one 
ladder 
long enough to touch the 
third floor and here were two magnifi- 
cent four story blocks on fire. 


What an outrageous neglect, and one 
that falls on the city, for the chief has 
rejieatedly asked for better ladder facili- 
ties. 


But it is too late, the east half of the 
dividing wall between the buildings 
burst and fell with thunderous noise 
and opened passage for the flames into 
the wholesale grocery. 


The firemen fought the fire at every 
inch and eucceded in saving the block 
from utter destruction, but what the fire 
did not devour water damaged, so that 
in reality the work of the fiend is com- 
plete. 


The fire in the Fox block found food 
enough to feed it until daylight put its 
flames to shame, 
^ e firemen could 
not smother it. 
v 


The wholesale gro^ry smouldered 
along, too, but there is ^lomething left 
to recognize it by. 


Not so with the Fox maniàk(Dtor7. It 
is a complete wreck, entirely^-spbliter- 
ated, save a portion of the rear wfifi^and 
here and there a coriier to mark the còit- 
fines of what was yesterday one of the 
handsomest four-story bu«ineais blocks 
in the city. 


The fire-proof vault stands, and it migr 
'be that the books and accounts of the 
firm are safe, but it is doubtful, so 
fleroely hot was the fire. 
. Some conceive that the safe is surely 
a molten mass, as is certainly the 
splendid machinery with which Mr; 
Fox equipped his building. 


$30,000 on the stock and building, but I 
am not certain about it. 
I knew to the 
dollar yesterday, the amount of our in- 
suranoe, but the moment the central 
office notified me of the fire last night, 
the whole thing was swept from my 
mind like a flash. It will take a day or 
so to recover." 


It was a severe blow to Mr. Fox, but 
he is not discouraged, for- last night 
while his block was blazing he leased 
from Mr. S. C. Lumbard the store room 
on East Columbia street, recently vacat- 
ed by G. W. Seavey & Co., and this 
morning had an army of men preparing 
it for business. 


"From all over the country, when ac- 
counts of the fire were read in the tele- 
graph columns of metropolitan papers, I 
received offers of 
assistance," 
said 
Mr. Fox, "and in ten days I will be able 
to supply the trade as usual. 
Through 
other agencies I can fill all orders from 
this moment on." 


"Will you rebuild?" asked the re- 
porter. 


"Yes, sir. Last night I instructed 
Architect Kendrick to prepare plans 
for a new four-story business block, and 
we will let the contract for it as soon as 
he is ready. 


"I can not say, however, where I will 
build. If I get my price for the site of 
the burned building, 50x120 feet, on 
Calhoun street, I will sell it and build 
on the property 52jxl50, just in the 
rear of it on East Jefferson street. I re- 
cently purchased tliis property from J. 
B. WTiite, and it is as desirable for a 
wholesale house as the Calhoun street 
front, which, of course, is a retail cen- 
ter." 


Skelton, Watt & Wilt. 


This company of wholesale grocei-s 
have taken first rank in the trade inside 
of two years and were doing a handsome 
business. They leased their business 
block from Hon. Wm. Fleming. 
The 
members of the firm could not estimate 
their loss this morning, but their insur- 
ance is $18,200. 
Their store was not 
completely gutted, but at this writing 
they cannot teU what damage the water 
did to their varied stock. 


This firm held a two years' lease on 
their old building, the Breen block, at 
the comer of Catlioun and Lewis streets, 
and will occupy it at once, so that they 
will be ready for business in a week. 


It is stated that the insurance of this 
firm reached 80 per cent, of their annual 
invoice, making their loss about $25,000. 


B o n . Wm. Flemlnit* 


His business block was erected two 
years ago, at a cost of $10,000, especially 
for Skelton, Watt & Wilt. The walls of 
his block may be utilized, and if so, his 
insurance will cover the loss. 
Mr. 
Fleming came down to-day, for the first 
time since his illness and said at the 
oflftce of the Frst National bank that he 
would rebuild at once.

The insurance, $48,5^ in all, is divid- 
ed between the local agencies of S. C. 
Lumbard, Glutting & Bauer, D. C. 
Fisher, J. E. Graham, Leonard Bros.,

Schroeder, Kuhne's, Casper Neireiter 
and Edward Sidel. 
As the policies are 
not heavy, none of them over $3,000, 
the names of the companies are not of 
local interest. 


The loss on the bumed and adjoining

Henry Rosenberg, one of the firemen, 
was overcome by the heat and fell ex- 
hausted. 
He was taken to St. August- 
ine's academy, where the good sisters 
cared for him tenderly. 


The building occupied by G. Nie- 
mann, just «cross Calhoun street, was 
threatened by the flames every moment, 
but fortunately escaped. 
The windows 
in the store room were badly shattered. 


Many people were passing the Fox 
manufactory when the fire broke out. 
Among them was Frank Pierce, bar- 
tender at the Wayne house. 
He was on 
his way home when he met Policeman 
Gusching, ranning to the fire box. 
"I 
asked him," said Frank, "what was the 
matter." He said: "There is a flre over 
at Fox's." I looked over there and saw 
nothing but a light from one of the side 
windows, and started to go on home. 
I 
had walked, probably, a quarter of a 
square, when I heard a fall of glass, and 
turning around I saw the whole comer 
apparently a mass of 
flames. 
I never 
saw a building so completely and thor- 
oughly gutted in so short a time in my 
life." Lieutenant of Police Wilkinson 
passed the building probably not over a 
minute before Officer Gusching turned 
in the alarm, and noticed nothing un- 
usual. The fiire broke out like a flash.

WABASH, Ind., Feb. 16—A local paper

Hon. J. M. Barrett arrived home from 
Indianapolis last night, in accordance 
with his agreement, and to-morrow af- 
temooon at 1:30 o'clock, will meet the 
representatives and members of the 
various building and loan associations 
at his office in the Sidel block. 


T H K 
SENTINKL representative found 
Mr. Barrett at his office and as the topic 
is uppermost, asked what object he had 
in introducing his tax reform measures. 
He replied: 
"I found upon an examination of the 
existing laws that they were so drafted 
that any number of men, not less than 
ten, could organize a corporation under 
the name of a building loan association 
with a capital of $1,000,000; then loan 
out every dollar to other jjersons uptm 
first mortgage security at eiglit per cent, 
interest and not pay a cent of taxes up- 
on their investment of a million dollare. 
I was informetl that all through the 
state a large number of well to do 
men 
were 
putting 
their 
money 
into these institutions for the puriKJse 
of realizing handsome profits and avoid- 
ing the payment of taxes. 
This condi- 
tion of affairs did not seem to me to be 
right or just. I believed that money 
loaned upon interest is the class of 
property best able to pay taxes because 
it yields an income without any labor 
on the part of the lender, and I have no 
patience with the assertion that men in- 
vest their money in any corporation to 
be loaned to their poor neighbors upon 
interest as a matter of charity. I take it 
that they are as selfish as other money 
lenders and lend for the profit there is in 
it 


"Under our present laws there is an 
unjust system of double taxation. 
The 
poor 
man 
who 
is 
compelled 
to 
mortgage his home is taxed for the 
full value of his property without any 
deduction on account of the mortgage, 
while his actual interest in the property 
may not exceed one-half its value. 
He 
is then compelled to 
pay taxes on 
double the amount of property which he 
actually owns. In every case of double 
taxation under existing laws, the poor 
man who is comi>eUed to borrow pays 
the double tax. Some of the money 
lenders say that this is riglrt, and ^ t 
they ought not to pay any taxes on 
their money because the poor borrower 
pays more than he should. The same 
argument wiuild release every money 
lender from taxation. 
I do not agree 
with that kind of a friend of the poor 
an. 
"To prevent this unjust discrmination 
against the man whose necessities com- 
pel him to borrow, 
I introduced two 
bills in the legislature concerning taxa- 
tion. 
One concerning the taxation of 
building and loan associations, which 
find has been giossly misrepresented 
by a class of men who lend and do not 
borrow. Wherever 
you find u man 
abusing the bill or its author, if you'll 
scratch him hard enough you will find a 
man who lends his money and pays no 
taxes. This man will 
at once cry 
•double taxation !" But ask him who 
pays the double taxes at present i He 
is comi)elled to admit that he pays no 
taxes at all, not even a single tax on his 
money loanded out to others. So his 
crv of "double taxation" is an argument 
against 
the existing laws, and not 
against my bill, which permits every 
shareholder to deduct what he has bor- 
rowed from what he has paid in, and 
the excess only is to be taxed. 
This 
will reach the men who lend but never 
borrow, and will not effect the others. 


"But the critics of my bill, and es- 
pecially the anonymous scribblei-s who 
attack me in my absence do not men- 
tion the other bill which I hail the 
honor to introduce, which permits every 
man to deduct the amount of 
his 
mortgage from the actual value of his 
property, so that the mortgagee shall pay 
taxes on the mortgage and the owner of 
the property to the extent of his actual 
interest thereon. 


"This bill also provides that when the 
mortgage is owned by an associatian^ 
which pays taxes on its capital by itself 
or members that it shall not pay on 
both. The two bills were intended to 
avoid every species of double taxation, 
and yet I find that a few personal and 
political enemies have been busily en- 
gaged during my absence trying 
to 
excite the prejudices of the very men 
whom I have been earnestly seeking to 
protect against double taxation. 


"This latter bill is so drawn as to com- 
pel all classes of money lenders to make 
true returns of their notes and mort- 
gages, so that the state, counties and 
cities shall get their revenues. 
Every 
dollar of this class of property that es- 
capes taxation necessitates an additional 
levy upon the house of the poor man 
which cannot escape the eye of the as- 
sessor." 


"I see, Mr. Barett that it is an- 
nounoed that yon are to have a meeting 
with tiie i:q[neaentatiYeR of the assod»- 
tlOM."

Their readers understand that fact as 
well as they do. I als<i appreciated the 
further fact that when I intnxlucod 
other bills to crush out the trusts and to 
protect the employes of the railroads 
[igainst the rapjRaty of the companies 
and agîiinst the Pinkerton 'blood tulw,' 
that I would excite the enmity of sonic 
of the railroad superintendents, who 
would seek to injure me, calling in 
question mj' motives in refereuct^ to 
other matters."

Rt. Rev. Joseph Dwenger, bishop of 
the diocese of Fort Wayne, has made his 
annual report for 1888, giving 
the 
financial statement of the two oii)han 
asylums of the diocese. 


Tlie report shows that there are in at- 
tendance at the St. Joseph asylum for 
boys, at Lafayette, 134 orphans, the 
average atteiulaiice being 118. 
Rev. J. 
H. Gueudling is director of the institu- 
tion. 
One Brother of the Holy Cross 
teaches the larger boys and ten sisters 
teach the smaller children and siij>eriu- 
tend the domestic department. 


The t<ital receipts of the asylum for 
the year were $6,949.56, and the exi>ei)- 
ditures $5,949.58, with $100 still due the 
director. 


The St. Vincent asylum at Fort 
Wayne, with Rev. B. Theotlore Borg, 
chaplain, Sister Eudoxia, superior, and 
eight other sistei"s handmaids of Christ, 
commenced the year with fifty-six in at- 
tendance, sixty-one pupils have lieen 
added during the year and the total 
ntimber in attendance was 117. TA^ entj- 
two have died and twelve have been 
pliuied out during the year leaving the 
present number eiglity-three. 
All that 
died, witli the exce2)tion of one, were 
foundlings. The total recepts of the in- 
stitution were $4,(»18.8;3, and the expen- 
ditures $4,()55.34, 
The furnishings of 
the new asylum, the an-aiigements of 
the garden and orchard, will explain 
many of the expenses. 


The bislioji's report shows that the

With a Speed of Nearly Tweiit3^-five Miles and Guns that Throw 600 Pounds 


of Dynamite, She's a Terror. 


In the 'following cuts the main and characteristic features of the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius are made apparent, 
Mrithout exactly attempting to illustrate the complete mechanism of the guns or details of ship construction in cross 
sections of the hull. 
At a glance these illustrations will make clear the vessel's lines and the secret of her awful 
destructiveness: 


Cut No. 1 shows the Vesuvius in 
motion, the fastest vessel afloat. She 
is a steel ship of 725 tons displacement, 
252 feet long, 264 feet wide, steered by 
steam, and drawing a maximum of i) 
feet, though her main draught is 8.}. 
Her engines are of the four cylinder, 
triple expansion type. 
The Vesuvius 
on her final trip at Philadelphia steam- 
ed at the rate of 21.64 knots per hour, 
whereas the contract called for but 20 
knots. 
This speed lacks but 6-lOths 
of being 25 statute miles per hour. On 
this occasion the vessel's total horse- 
power was calculated to be 4,445. The 
contract demanded but 3,200. 


Cut No. 2 shows the position of the 
dynamite guns in the ship, as well as 
the arrangement of the pneumatic sys- 
tem wherein is generated the propul- 
sive force applied to these extraordi- 
narj- guns. 
As shown incut No. 1, the 
ship has three fixed guns projecting 
above her deck near the bow at an 
angle of about 18 degrees. These guns 
are 54 feet long, 15 inches in diameter, 
of thin cast iron, and tiT? not rifled. 
The air for discharging the projectiles 
is compressed by two 
compressors 
into reservoirs consisting of a number 
of tubes. 
These are made of wrought 
iron, sixteen inches in diametei-, and 
thirteen-sixteenth inches thick. The 
firing reservoirs contain 210 cubic feet 
of compressed air, the storage reser- 
voirs contain 420. It is proposed to 
store the air at 2,000 pounds pressure 
per square inch, the compressor being 
able to deliver 140 cubic feet of air at 
that pressure every hour. The firing

reservoir is to be maintained at a pres- 
sure of ],OOU pounds. 
Each shot at 
one mile range reduces its pressure 150 
pounds. 
The deficit is immediately 
supplied from tlie storage reservoir. 
Under the rear of each gun are placed 
two ''revolvers" in line with each other. 
Each contains five chambers, for hold- 
ing as many tor])edoes. To load a 
gun, its breech is dropjied, swinging 
downward on a pivot at its extreme 
rearward end. The opening points 
forward and comes directly opposite 
and in linf> with the lowest chamber of 
the after revolver. 
By a hydraulic 
ram the shell is pushed into the 
breech, which is at once swung up- 
ward, again completing the continuity 
of the l»arrel. 
Tlif revolver is then 
turned one division, so as to be ready 
for supplying a second shell. 
When 
the after revolver is empty it is filled 
from the forward one in the same way. 
All these nianeuvers are executed by 
hydraulic power. 
Each gun will have 
about ten i)rojectiles. 


In the light armor-covered tower is 
the real artillerist of the shii), since 
from that point will the desirable 
range be obtained and the ship man- 
euvered, as a field artillerist moves his 
gun carriage to determine his fire. 


The figure above No. 2 shows the 
formidable projectile of this sea terror 
Vesuvius. 
The full-sized shell for the 
"N esuvius' guns is 14f inches in diame- 
ter, and its body is about 7 feet long. 
Back of the l)ody is a tail fitted with 
spiral vanes, which secures its align- 
ment and rotation. 
The body i^^ made 


of thin-drawn brass tubing, and will 
hold 600 pounds of hif?h explosive 
dynamite or gelatine, the whole weigh- 
ing al)out 1,500 pounds when charged. 
What this type of gun can do at a dis- 
tance of about a mile we already kaow. 
What the Vesuvius can do in open wa- 
ter with all steam on we already know. 
What the Vesuvius and her guns can 
do when brought into action against an 
enemy is a problem that the future 
may solve with astonishing results.

HE inside work- 
ings of the Chica- 
go Postoffice are 
as unknown to the 
average citizen as 
are the secrets of a 
yeast powder or 
oleomargarine fac- 
torv. 


T h e 
Postoffice 
building 
occupies 
a space of one 
block square, and 
underneath it is a 
commodious base- 
ment, 
where an 
army 
of 
clerks 
struggles with the 
enormous (juantity 
of mail which hour- 
ly pours into the 
office. These men 
work from noon until midnight, sur- 
rounded by four stone walls as solid 
and grimy as any prison's. 
The only 
time they see daylight is while on their 
way to work. 
In this basement, under 
the glare of inmimerable incandescent 
electric lamps, the bulk of the mail is 
handled. 
The manner in which it is 
worked is as folio we: 


In the western side of the building 
are two large chutes or slides. 
These 
are for the reception of the mail. The 
one to the noi-th is for second class 
matter, which consists of newspapers 
and regular publications. 
The other 
is for third and fourth class matter, 
such as books, papers, bundles or pack- 
ages of merchandise bearing stamps. 
The mail begins to arrive in the morn- 
ing and gradually increases until be- 
tween the hours of 6 and 8 o'clock any 
day may be seen a string of wagons 
often reaching from the chutes clear 
around to Clark street or further, 
waiting for their turn to dump their 
loads of mail. To give the reader some 
idea of the vast amount of mail matter 
which is thus received into the office, 
the following figures, taken from the 
•weighmaster's books, are given, show- 
ing one week's receipts:

Tlie third and fourth cJass mail, or 
that which bears staiu])s, is received in 
the southern chute and is stacked up 
in the stampinjT-room. 
This room is 
l)artitioned otf from the rest of the 
i basement by a heavy wire gratinj^. A 
force of about ten men work in this 
room. 
As the stamjis are canceled the 
mail is dropiJed into bags, -which, when 
filled, are taken out into the distribut- 
ing department. 
One can hardly con- 
ceive the great diversity of the mail of 
this character. 
Everything imagina- 
ble, from a ])iece of an old door-key to 
a bass-drum, is handk^d in this depart- 
ment. 
Old door hiuges, pieces of 
stoves, grates, single screws, stove- 
lifters, banjos, overcoats, old socks, 
parts of sewing machines, old pieees of 
iron bolts, newspaper cuts, picture 
frames and feather pillows are a few of 
the articles which are daily handled. 
One firm alone sends every day a two- 
horse wagon-load of catalogues and 
general merchandise. 
This merchan- 
dise is usually sent to towns which do 
not possess an exi)rps3 otlice and which 
may be easily reached by post. No 
piece (Unless it be a single book) 
weij^hs less than four pounds) which is 
the limit to this class of matter. Some 
(jueer expediencies are resorted to in 
sending articles of overweight, as, for 
illustration :

AID an old cavalryman, 
who was giving a green- 
horn some p o i n t s o n 
erjuestrianism: "Thebest 
riders 
in the world are 
Mexicans. Butt'alo Bill's 
cowboys are splendid rid- 
ers, but the Mexicans are 
better still. 
And their 
superiority is in part due 
to the kind of saddle 
they use. 
That low En- 
glish saddle you've got 
there," he continued, "1 
'couldn't ride in. 
It isn't 
fit for a man to ride in. 
Now, the greaty beauty 
of the Mexican saddle is that a man 
sitting in it has his legs almost straiglit 
down beside the horse, like a clothes- 
pin. A Mexic in on horseback kee})s 
his heels and .shoulders nearly in line, 
his feet planted firmly in his stirrujis 
underneath him, and pointing straight 
ahead, parallel with the horse. Our 
McClellan saddle would be as good as 
the Mexican saddle if it only had the 
stirrups placed a ctmple of inches fur- 
ther back. 
As it is, a man riding in a 
McClellan saddle has to bend his leg 
at the knee in the English style. Now. 
with the knee bent it is almost imp s - 
sible to keep your feet ix)inted s t r a ^ i t 
ahead.

"The position of the feet," t ^ im- 
promptu riding-master continik^d, after 
pausing a moment to allow, vhis casual 
pupil to absorb what hsK-had already 
said, "is a very ipaiportint thing in 
learning to ride "jj^i^erly; in fact, it is 
the thing.

"How is it the WSJ the toes pointhas 
ao much to do with good riding?" 


"Vo sit firmly on a horse and at the 
same time to have the body erect and 
free to give with the horse's jnotion," 
the cavalryman said, "you must grip 
the animal's sides with your knees. 
Not with the calves of the leg j, mind. 
Now, if you don't keep your toes point- 
ing straight ahead, or nearly so, it is 
impossible to get this grip 'with the 
knees. 
Turn your toes out and you 
will find at once that you grip the 
horse with the calves of your legs, and 
that your body is thrown forward from 
the hips, instead of biing erect. Ex- 
periment a little when you get on your 
horse, and you'll see it works just as I 
say. But if you keep your feet straight, 
hold tight with your kneees and sit 
erect, you will find you can accommo- 
date yourself to the motions of the 
horse more readily.and gracefully, your 
seat will be firmer, and riding w-ill not 
tire you near so quickly. 


"If you will notice old cavalrymen 
when they walk," the gentleman con- 
tinued, "you will see that instead of 
spreading their feet apart they keep 
them parallel. 
This is th ^ result of 
their riding, and it often makes them 
very ungraceful on their feet. The 
best and most graceful rider I knew 
was General Ashby, Avho was killed 
during the late war. I never saw any 
man who looked so handsome on horse- 
back. 
Oflf the horse, however, he 
walked like a durk and was so clumsy 
that he couldn't get int« a parlor with- 
out falling over all the furniture in 
sight. 


"A Mexican astride his high-curved 
saddle with his legs hanging strai^rht 
down, rides as easily as if he w^ere sit- 
ting in a recking chair, and at the same 
time it is almost impossible t > unseat 
him. 
He is clotlie.s-i)inned on the 
horse and the latter can't get from un- 
der him. 
But a man riding on a fiat 
Enjilish saddle with short stirrups, his 
legs bent at the kneo, and his toes 
turned out, has no cliance when his 
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horse jumps suddenly. He is in a 
cramped position, ami is almost sure 
to be thrown forward on the horse's 
neck or over his heaJ."

It is eighteen 
inches long, the k<'el extending the entirti 
length of the frame from A to B. The wid- 
3st p irt, denoted by the dotted line, E to E, 
is three and a half inches. The heel has to 
be pierced in the old-fashioned way for a 
screw, which projects upwards from the 
place marked D, At the points marked c c 
•ire guards for straps that are wound about 
the foot from heel to toe an<l fastened by 
buckles. The shape of the steel keel anil 
the appearance of the skato on the foot may 
be seen in the picture of Timothy Donoghue. 
Jr.. that accompanies this article. The 
wooden frame in which the keel is set is 
made of applewood. 


For many years Mr. Donoghue has made 
his own skates and those used by his sons. 
It is just possible that ho may have made a 
pair occasionally for personal friends, but 
he does not sell them. 
None were oyer on 
the market, and ho safs that ho does not 
propose to make money by manufacturing 
skates. Those who have grown up familiar 
with the various club skates, or who learned 
on the rocker with its screw and straps, and

Perhaps Mr. DonoKhoe's most famom 
feat as a skater was his trip from Newburg 
to Albany, made many years ago. The dis- 
tance is eighty-five miles and the time re^ 
j quired for covering it was Ave hours.

! shorter distance records have been eclipsed 
; by his sons, of whom he .has four: CharUej 
a liquor dealer: Tim. Jr., a letter carrier; 
j Joe, the lad of eighteen who is now ia 
I Europe: and Jim, a boy of fifteen. Tim. 
I Jr., is theAmerican 
champion 
one-mil« 
I skater, with a record of three minutes 
i twelve iind three-fourths seconds. Joe is 
I the champion of this country at five and teq 
I miles, and in Holland and Germany at tw<i 
: mijes. He was taken to Europe by Mr. O, 
I M. L. Sachs, an enthusiastic admirer o| 
skating, and therefore of the Donoghutj 
1 familv. Mr. Sachs went abroad on business 
and took Joe along purely out of kindness, 
I Neither of them has tried to make ant 
j money out of the boy's races, and he is s t i j 


an amateur. Ho has met In Europe the bes} 
skaters of the continent, and he has wo^ 
enough events to cause his friends to be» 
lieve that he eouldwin the world champion» 
ship under good conditions. In his Eu: 
ropean races he has been handicapped bj 
lack of practice. 
What with traveling f 
good deal of the time and meeting bad luck 
now and then with respect to weather, ha 
has not been able to keep in prime condi* 
tion. One of his victories was won im* 
mediately after he had left a train on which 
he had been riding for hours. 
What he ha? 
accomplished may be summed up in Mr 
Donoghue's own words; 


"As far as we have now heard, Joe's trii 
sums up as follows: He has won three race^ 
and lost three. He has beaten the cham^ 
pions of England. Holland, Sweden, an4 
Germany, and has won all his races at dis^ 
tanccs of one mile. He has been beatei} 
only at a half-mile and a mile, and by onlj 
one skater, the Russian champion. I thinfi 
we have no reason to be ashamed of ou| 
boy, and I have only this to say: If Jo^ 
does not beat Von Panschin at a mile thi^ 
winter, I will send him to Christiania, Nor-j 
way. next October, let him stay there untij 
ho gets all the practice he wants, and theif 
send him to St. Petersburg, and have hii< 
try Mr. Von Panschin at home." 


Von Panschin, the Russian, is a large, 
powerful man of remarkable 
endurance! 
The first time ho met Joe Donoghue thej 
raced two miles. Joe's time was six min; 
ates twenty-four seconds, twenty-one sec- 
ons better than the world's previous recor«L 
Von Panschin made the distance in six mini 
utes thirty-one seconds. Afterward thej 
met in a contest at <ine mile. Von Panschic 
mad ! the fastest time on record. 2:57, ani| 
,Joe Donoghue came in one-fifth of a sec- 
ond behind. 


The writer had achat with Donoghue, Sr. 
at his home in Ncwburg recently. 


"A good skater," he said,"will always havq 
the wind Jigainst him, for he goes faster 
than an ordinary breeze. 
Going before thq 
wind a man I'an make 
per cent, bettei; 
time than on a calm day. 
When the wind 
isaramst a man it is desirable to presenj 
as little surface as possible. 
For this rea- 


son I havíí taught the boys to skate with 
their arms folded behind them. 
^Yith our 
long skate we make long strokes. 
Voi? 
l'ans<'hin. in si)ite of his size, makes thirty 
strokes to .Joe's twenty, while they are 
raciinr." 


"Do vou practi<;e or teach fancy skatingV" 
"Not a I'it of it. I havf never touched it. 
but have « onllned niy att<'nti<m to straight- 
iiway skatinfi, which involves, of course, tho 
ability to turu all kinds of curves «luicklv 
and securely. I doubt not there's much fun 
and sociability in fan-y skating, with you-; 
lady partners cutting up tine (Igures on thit 
ice, and in roufiher sports, jumping ovei 
slumps. 
My skates, 
however, are n<>l 
adapteil for juniiiim: or the more deliíMt'; 
ligure drawing. 
They are made to ra •<; 
with, anil I am content with that."

iMDiANAPOiiis, Feb. 16.—^Alter con- 
siderable delay, the house yesterday 
made a move, feeble in comparison with 
the spirited interest evinced in political 
legislation, toward smashing the con- 
demned school book trust. Several bills, 
proposing various systems for reducing 
the cost of text-books, have been intro- 
duced, but the one given preference by 
the majority of the committee on educa- 
tion is the measure for which Mr. Pleas- 
ants assumes responsibility. The mi- 
nority of the committee, the republican 
members, have presented a report rec- 
ommending the passage of a bill provid- 
ing for free text books. 


The Pleasants bill requires the state 
board of education to "compile or cause 
to be compiled,"a series of text books, 
embracing the branches of study that 
are now pvirsued in the common schools 
of the state. The board is given author- 
ity to fix the remuneration of the per- 
sons employed to compile the books. 
The 
work 
on the books re- 
lating to at least two subjects shall be 
completed within a year from the time 
the bill becomes a law and the text books 
on at least two additional subjects shall 
be completed each year thereafter. The 
board is to have power, in all cases, to 
desigpiate what cuts and maps shall be 
used. 
The mechanical execution shall 
be equal to that of the books now in 
use. 
The copyrights shall be secured 
by the board. 
The printing of the 
books shall be done under the supervi- 
sion of the commissioners of public 
printing and binding, who shall adver- 
tise for proposals and let the contract 
for a period of ten years to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder. 
The contractor must 
furnish a bond for $50,000 for the satis- 
factory execution of Ihe work. 
When 
the new books have been compiled the 
state board of education shall issue an 
order requiring their uniform use in the 
schools, but the order shall not take ef- 
fect until the expiration of a year. In 
defining the method of distribution of 
the books the bill requires that the 
school trustees shall certify to the 
county superintendents the number of 
copies 
required and the county 
superintendent shall then make a requi- 
sition for them upon the superintendent 
of public insti-uctions, at the same time 
filing with the county auditor a dupli- 
cate of the requisition, upon which the 
latter shall issue a warrant upon the 
county traasurer, in favor of the county 
superintendent, for the amount, payable 
out of a revolving fund to be creat^ by 
the county commissioners. 
The state 
superintendent shall make monthly re- 
ports to the state auditor of the number 
of books sold by him and pay into the 
state treasuiy the money received. The 
bill provides for the apporopriation of 
$20,000 to be used in defraying tlie ex- 
penses of compiling the books, and $50,- 
000 for a revolving fund. 
The books 
are to be furnished to school cliildren at 
cost. In a brief speech Mr. Pleasants 
explained the bill and answered some of 
the objections to it. 


In the afternoon this bill and all 
others on the same subject were referred 
to a special committee of seven with in- 
structions to report next Tuesday after- 
noon. 


N a t u r a l O a * DIMCUMSIOH* 


Senator Boyd's natural gas bill drew 
forth much of the fluid which the bill 
proposes to deal with. 
The bill was re- 
ported upon favorably by the committee, 
together with an amendment 
which 
makes it unlawful to pipe gas out of the 
state. 
The original bill makes it un- 
lawful to abandon gas wells without 
first plugging them; one section makes 
it unlawful to consume more gas than 
is contracted for; another section defines 
the methods by which lands may be ob- 
tained and used by gas companies. 
Other features have heretofore been 
referred to. 
The committee's amend- 
ment encountered opposition from Mr. 
Shockney, of Bandolph county. Union 
City is on the line between Indiana and 
Ohio, and the Ohio end of the town de- 
pends on Indiana for a contemplated 
gas supply. Mr. Stockney, therefore, 
moved that the amendment reported be 
rejected. Idr. Boyd, in speaking to the 
question, said that if it were permitted 
companies to pipe gas outside the state 
it would not be long until Indiana's gas 
supply would be exhausted and the 
state would have as reminders of its late 
wealth only holes in the ground, filled 
with salt water. 
Senator Harness was 
of the'same opinion. Mr. Shockney, in 
supporting his position, said that it 
would be absurd to take a stand over 
the Indiana gas holes and say that no- 
body but Indianians should enjoy the 
benefit of the product. It reminded 
him of the opposition to railroads down 
in Jackson cotinty, where it was main- 
tained that railroads should not be per- 
mitted 'to pass through because the 
trains would scare the cows and turn 
the milk sour. 
After discussion, Mr. 
Shockney's motion to strike out the 
amendment was defeated. 
An effort to 
postpone further consideration 
until 
next Tuesday morning was made and an 
earnest debate resulted. 
The bill, to- 
gether wiUi a 
relating to the pro- 
tection of land against gas oompanies, 
was eventoally made the special order 
for Tuesday, at 10 a. m.

A spirited three- 
cornered fight for the judgeship of the 
new district is already begun, and rep- 
resentatives of all factions are making 
the governor's life a burden. Other 
bills are legalizing acts. 


T b e Blectl«n of P r i s o n Trustees. 
Senator Francis, from the prison com- 
mittee, submitted a report designed to 
correct the law in relating to the ap- 
pointment of prison trustees. Three are 
to be chosen at this session. The report, 
recommends that of the three elected, 
lots shall be drawn for the two years' 
term, two to serve two years and one for 
four. 


Tlie Scliool P n n d Interest. 


Senator DeMotte's bill, changing the 
rate of interest on school funds and 
other public moneys loaned from 8 per 
c6nt to 6, was reported back favorably 
by the committee on education. Several 
amendments were presented, but the 
noon intermission interfered with final 
action.

BABIES 
ÍK 
ARABIA. 


Life has exceptional difficulties for the 
babies of Eastern nations, especially 
those who are of sufficiently high rank 
to be brought up according to all the 
ancient customs of th^ir race. 
A royal 
baby's first toilet, in Arabia, consists in 
winding a bandage about its body, after 
it has been bathed and perfumed. The 
little creature is then placed on its 
back, its arms and feet are straightened 
and the entire body swathed to the 
shoulders. In this position it remains 
motionless for forty days, but the band- 
ages are removed twice a day that the 
child may have a bath. The Arabs be- 
lieve that this process will make the 
body straight for life. 
Under such cir- 
cumstances it seems fortunate that 
babyhood is not a period which can be 
remembered in after years, for nobody 
would choose to suffer such days oí 
misery again, even in recollection. If 
the child be a girl, on the seventh day 
after her birth holes, usually six in 
number, are pricked in her ears, and 
when she is two mouths old heavy gold 
rings are attached to them, to be worn 
throughout her lifetime, except during 
periods of mourning relatives. 


On the fortieth day the baby's heatl 
is shaved—a ceremony which could 
scarcely be performed in our own coun- 
try, where thick hair is usually of a 
later growth. The operation is consid- 
ered a very important one, and thirty 
or forty persons are witnesses of it, for 
the performance of certain rites. The 
disposal of the hair is regarded as a 
very weighty matter; it must not be 
burned nor carelessly thrown away, 
but buried, thrown into the sea, or hid- 
den in some crevice of a wall. 
This 
fortieth day marks a turning point in 
. the child's life. 
Heretofore it has only 
been seen by its parents, the slaves on 
duty, and, a few intimate friends of the 
family; now, however, it may be seen 
by anybody, and it is regarded as fairly 
launched on the tide of existence. Sev 
eral charms are attached to its body 
for protection against the "evil eye," 
boys wearing them to a certain age, and 
girls still longer. 
The favorite charm 
consists of a gold and silver locket 
worn on a chain.—Memoirs of an 
Arabian 
Princess.

Wash it first. Beat an egg into foam, 
rub it well into the roots, thoroughly 
but gently, then rinst? it in lukewarm 
water.

The annual r>e'i5ort of the Salvation 
Army states that the advances made in 
every branch of the anny work during 
1888 were enormonasly greater than in 
any previous y«ar, says the London 
rimes. 
The number of corps increased 
from 2,267 to 2,5«7, the number of out- 
jwsts from 553 to '653, and the number 
of ofi&oers from 5,687 to 7,107. 
As 
matny as §85 cadets passed through the 
training home. At 1,110 shelter for the 
•destitute poor oj^ened ic the early part 
of the year 2,350 >betk Avere provided, 
while 250,000 meals at a penny each 
•tt^r« smppKed io .adults, and 220,000 at 
a farthing and a half-penny to children. 
Similar shelters are a1>out to be ojieued 
in othei- i)arts of the metropolis. 
In the 
TJnited Kingdom the army uses 1,575 
buildings, with sitting accommodation 
for 700,500 persons. 
The rent-roll of 
these buildings is upward of £100,000 
per Annum, and during the present year 
a large number of oth«r halls will be 
opened. 
Upward of 2,000,000 meetings 
were held and 3,000)000 houses were 
"visited, while T54,200 ^sought salvation 
at tlie i>enitent form inthe United King- 
dom alone. 
In ihe rescue homes 2,0iH) 
fallen women were received, and of 
these the army claims to have converted 
over 500. 
The progress in foreign 
eountmes has ^ilso been very marked. 
Gen. Booth, while calling attention to 
the fact that the army -iiiet Avith more 
obartruction.during the year than in 1887, 
•exiwesses vvgret 
that 
it -fehould have 
•ceaae from -the authorities. 
The peoj^le 
seldofu treated them rougtly now, but 
the law had been set in jaiotion in sev- 
eral places against them. !ln conclud- 
ing the report the Geneual makes refer-

HORSES. 


ThmKnglUh Thoroughbrea and th« Ameri- 
can Trotter. 


Prof. W. H. Brewer, of Yale, read a 
paper before the National Academy of 
Science at New Haven recently in which 
he referred to trotting horses as follows: 
The English thoroughbred is a finished 
breed, and it has undoubtedly arrived 
at the summit of its excellence. 
There 
has been practically no new blood in 
this breed since 1760. This breed has 
been finished and completed in two 
senses; first, as to its grade, heredity, 
blood, and character; and, secondly, as 
to its speed, in which the limits has 
been undoubtedly reached. 
We have 
faster horses than our grandfathers, but 
it is not likely that our grandchildren 
will have a faster breed than we now 
have. The EngUsh thoroughbred is a 
race-horse, and has but one point, speed,' 
which is bred in him. All other points 
are secondary. The main point ia to 
win in the race, and the value of a 
thoroughbred depends entirely on hia 
performances. Unlike the deciding of 
the value of cows, etc., as to their breed 
is the value of the thoroughbred deter- 
mined. No matter what his color if he 
only wins. That is all that is asked. 
The winning horse is the admired one. 


The owners of the thoroughbred wish 
him to win by the smallest possible 
margin. They are as afraid of having 
them show their full speed as political 
parties are of the record of their candi- 
dates. Horse-racing is old, but the 
breeding is not. This breed may be 
said to have been begun in the reign of 
James I. This matter of breeding covers 
a vast amount of literature. 
Horse- 
racing came in as the principal sport of 
the gentry of Great Britain, and the 
rulers encouraged it, as it was supposed 
to fnmish more material for warfare. 
In 1791 the first race calendar was 
published. How the thoroughbred is 
bred, where skill and art are required, 
is very simple in science. For 120 yearri 
a list of the winning sires has been 
published. 
The value of the sire de- 
pends upon the value of his offspring. 


In the case of trotters there has been 
a steady increase of speed. 
The fastest 
record is 2.081. Less than a dozen 
horses have ever trotted in less than 2:14. 
The best record in mnning was made in 
St. Louis, the time being 1.^9f. The 
speaker showed a table on wliich were 
the number of horses in ^be last few 
years which had made a record within 
five seconds of this time. The nearest 
that any horse has conie to this record 
is 1.40, which waa done this year. A 
very large number'of horses have made 
their record but -bnce. There are many 
that have m|i(!de as fast time as those 
that have records, but in not winning 
the race tb'ey get no record. The rec- 
ord ai^it now stands may be lowered. 
Whelh I said that speed had reached its 
2tiaximum, I didn't think but what better 
time would be made. I think about 
1.39 will be the speed of runners. Her&r| 
after breeders will be expected to keep 
up this high standard of excellence 
rather than to making better time. I 
believe the thoroughbred has finished 
his evolution. In order for a thorough- 
bred to make his best time all condi- 
tions must be favorable, he must have 
a good ^der^itfff a fine track.

OTJR ICING OF WAR SHIPS. 


With a, Speed oi' Nearly Twenty-five Miles and Onus that Throw COO Pounds 


of Dynamite, She'.s u Terror. 


In the following cuts the miiiu and characteristic features of the dynauiifu cruiser Vesuvius lire mado apparent 


without oxa.-ily attempting to illustrate the complete meclmtiism of the gnus or details of ship uoiistruetiou in cros 
sccfions of the hull. At a glance these illustrations will make clear tlic vessel's lines ami the secret of her awfu 
dcstruet ivcncss: 


Cut No. 1 shows the Vesuvius in 


motion, tho fastest vessel ntloat. She 
is a steel ship of 725 tons displacement. 
'252 feet long. 2Gi feet wide, steered by 
fcatn, anil drawing a maximum of 1) 
foL't, though ln;r miiiu draught is 8*. 
Her engines aro of tho four cylinder, 
triply expansion type. The Vesuvius 
on her final trip at Philadelphia steam- 
L>d ut tho rule of 21.01 knots per hour, 
whereas tlio contract called for but 2U 
knots. Tliis speed locks but G-lOUis 
<f being 25 statute mi,es pot hour. Ou 
this occasion the vessel's total horse- 
power was calculated to be 4,4-15. Tho 
contract demanded but 3,200. 


Cat No. '2 shows the position of tho 


dynamite gu»s in tho ship, as well as 
the arrangement of tho pneumatic sys- 
tem wherein is generated the propul- 
sivo force applied to these extraordi- 
nary gnna. As shown in cat No. 1, the 
ship has three Jixed guns projecting 
bove !ier deck near the bow at an 
mgle of about 18 degrees. Those guns 
are 54 feot long, IB inches in diameter, 
of thin cast iron, and «e not rifled. 
The air for diBctmrging the projectiles 
is compressed oy two compressors 
Into reson'oirs consisting of a number 
of tubes. These are made of wrought 
iron, sixteen inches in diameter, and 
thirteen-sixteenth inches thick. Tho 
firing reservoirs contain 210 cubic feet 
-if compressed air, tho storage reeor- 
•oirs contain 420. It is proposed' to 
store- the air at 2,000 pounds pressure 
l>cr square inch, tho compressor being 
able to deliver HO cubic feot of air at 
Shut pressure every hour. The tiring 


reservoir is to be maintained at a pi 
sure of 1,000 pounds. Each ehot at 
one mile rciigo reduces its pressure 153 
pounds. 
The deiicit is immediately 


supplied from the storage reservoir. 
Under tho rear of each gun are placed 
two "revolver!)"' in line witli each other. 
Each contains five chambers, for hold- 
ing as many torpedoes. To load a 
pun, its breech is dropped, swinging 
down-ward on a pivot at its extreme 
rearward end. Tho opening points 
forward and conies directly opposite 
and in lino with tho lowest chamber of 
the after revolver. Itv a hydraulic 
ram the shell is pushed into tho 
breech, which is at once swung up- 
ward, again completing the continuilv 
of tho liarrel. The revolver is then 
turned one division, so as to be ready 
for supplying a second shell. 'When 
the after revolver is empty it is filled 
from tho forward ono in the same way. 
All thcs" maneuvers aro executed by 
hydraulic power. Each gun will have 
ibout ten projectiles. 


Iti the light armor-covered tower is 


tho real artillerist of the ship, since 
from that point will tho desirable 
range be obtained and the ship man- 
euvered, as a Held artillerist moves liis 
gun carriage to determine his fire, 


The figure above No. '2 shows the 


formidable projectile of thin sea terror 
Vesuvius. Tho full-sized shell for tho 
Vesuvius' guns is 141 inches in diame- 
ter, and its body is about 7 feet long.

Should 
the mail be mixed— East, West, North 


and South—it in taken to tho clork 
whoso duty it is to separate it. 


Tito third and fourth chiss mail, or 


that which bears stamp*, is received in 
tho southern chute nnd is stacked up 
in tho stamping-room. Thie room fa 
partitioned off from tho rest of tho 
basomnnt by a heavy wiro grating. A 
force of al)ont ton men work in this 
room. As the stamps art: canceled tho 
mail is dropped into bag«, which, when 
filled, are taken out into tho distribut- 
ing department. One can hardly con- 
ceive the great diversity of the mail of 
this vlmrnuter. Everything imagina- 
ble, from a pieco of an old door-key to 
a Imas-drtim, is handled in this depart- 
ment. 
Old door hinges, piccop of 


stoves, grates, singlw screws, stove- 
lifterH, banjos, overcoats, old socks, 
parts of sewing machines, old pieces of 
iron bolts, newspaper eats, picture 
frames and feather pillows aro a few of 
tho articles which are daily handled. 
Ono firm alone ecnds every day a two- 
homo wagon-load of catalogues and 
;cncral mcrchandixo. This merdian- 
line is usually sent to towns which do 
not possess an express ollieo and which 
may bo easily readied by post. No 
piece (unless it bo a single book) 
weighs less than four pounds} whicli is 
tho limit to this class of matter. Some 
rjuecr expediencies arc resorted to in 
sending articles of overweight, as, for 
illustration: 


A woman purchased a sealskin 


sacquo and directed it sent to a small 


town out West. No express office being 
in the town and them being danger of 
damage or loss in sending it by freight, 
the sftcqno was given into the hands of 
a seamstress, who ripped open the bock 
scam and mado tho -sacquo into two 
packages, weighing about three pounds, 
and they woro mailed. 


A largo bicycle was recently taken 


apart and sent piecemeal through the 
mail with the two heaviest bars, or 
"backbone," which weighed a trillo 
more than four pounds. 


Some persons use little discretion in' 


mailing frail articles. 
Almost daily a 


bonnet, or a birthday card, or some 
wedding cake inclosed in alight paste- 
lioard box passes through tho office. 
What wonder is it that when it arrives 
at its destination it is found ecattorcd 
promiscuously through tho bog when it 
is known that in transit a ton <>f heavif 
merchandise and papers have bc^ri 
resting on it?

RABIES 'IK 
AK'ARfA. 


Life has exceptional difficulties for the 


tabies of Eastern nations, especially 
those who are of sufficiently high rank 
to be brought up according to all the 
ancient customs of thpir race. A roya' 
baby's first toilet, in Arabia, consists in 
winding a bandage about its body, aftei 
it has been bathed and perfumed. The 
little creature is then placed on 
back, its arms and feet are stnightenei 
and the entire body swathed to the 
shoulders. In this position it remaini 
motionless for forty days, but the band 
ages are removed twice a day that tbe 
child may have a bath.

RACE HORSES. 


TheXttglfutt Ttiorouyhbrvrtand the Ameri- 


ca* Trotter. 


Prof. W. H. Brewer, of Yale, read a 


paper before the National Academy o] 
Science at New Haven recently in which 
he referred to trotting horses as follows : 
The English thoroughbred is a finished 
breed, and it has undoubtedly arrive.] 
at the summit of its excellence. There 
has been practically no new blood in 
this breed since 1760. This breed has 
been finished and completed in two 
venues; first, ms to its grade, heredity, 
blood, and character; and, secondly, as 
to its speed, in which the limits has 
been undoubtedly reached. 
We have 


faster bones than our grandfathers, bat 
it is not likely that our grandchildren 
will have a foster breed than we now 
have. The English thoroughbred is a 
race-hone, and has but one point, speed, 
which is bred in him. All other pointa 
are secondary. The main point is to 
win in the race, and the value of • 
thoroughbred depends entirely on hiq 
performuceB. Unlike the deciding of 
the value of oows, etc., as to their breed 
is the value of the thoroughbred detei0 
mined. No matter what his color if he 
only wins. That is all that is asked. 
The winning homo is the admired one. 


The owners of tho thoroughbred wish,
